Du 26th January, 1964, a police party under the command 
ot tlavitdar Attiai Bahadur Sunar wmle returning to theii 
Border untpost ttom Village buguagin, was stopped by the 
villagers ot Btldona who said that tney appreneuded uangei 
i rum across the holder and requested the police party to pio- 
icct them from possible attach. Realising Ihe seriousness ot the 
Munition, Ihivitdar umar Bahaddr Sunar decided to camp tor 
me nigm at Beldoba and sent a message tor rations and some 
reinforcement to the Border Outpost. 

At about 1801) hours, Havlldar Amur Bahadur Slinar, with 
Constable Dik Bahadur Rat and Constable Dal Bahadur Rai, 
led the village on patrol. The police parly had hardly pro- 
ceeded dt'd yards from the village when they were sutrounded 
by about 36 hostiles who were lying in ambush. In a despe- 
rate idle, npt lo break through, Huvildar Sunar and Constables 
Dth Bahadur Rat uud Dal Bahadur Rai opened lire on Lite 
nosule iorce. In the encounter that ensued all three were 
injured. Hearing the approach of the truck carrying rein- 
forcements fiom the OtilposL, the hostiles quickly withdrew 
across the border taking with them Havildar Amar Bahadur 
ounar who was moi tally wounded, together with his lirearm 
and those ot his comrades, liuvildar Amar Bahadur Sunni’ 
died while in hostile custody. Constables Dik Bahadur Rat 
and Dal Bahadur Rut were removed to hospital where the 
former succumbed lo his injuries a few days later. 

Huvildar Amar Bahadur Sunar, Constable Dik Bahadur 
But and Constable Dal Bahadur Rai exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and devotion 10 duly of a very high order in utter 
disregard tor their personal safety. Although very much 
outnumbered and seriously handicapped by the suddenness of 
the attack, they fought back courageously in the best tradi- 
tions ot the Indian Police.

On Ihe 23rd April, 1960, Havildar Prabhu Singh received 
reliable miormntion that a powerlul gang of armed dacoits 
ini ended to raid the house of one Sliri Nagina Sahu of village 
Purbatpur. Havildar Prabhu Singh immediately left for Piro 
Police Station to arrange tor the interception of the gang. At 
the same time Circle inspector Moll Singh Bagliel happened 
to come there along with two Sub-Inspectors. As there was 
no time to get armed police from elsewhere. Circle Inspector 
Baghcl left Jor Parbalpur along with Sliri Mahendra Pratap 
Singh, Shri Arvind Prasad and Shri Babulal Singh, Sub- 
Inspectors, one Assistant Sub-Inspector, Havildar Prabhu 
Singh, Constable Karnta Singh, foui other Constables, the 
Mukhiya of Piro and a local gun licensee. 

The police party reached Parbalpur at aboul 11.30 p.m. 
After making necessary arrangements for the protection of 
the family of Shi i Sahu. the police divided into two parties 
and took up their inspect ivc positions inside the house 
Havildar Prabhu Singh, howevci, volunteered, with i_ uuM-ml - 
Ramin Singh, to take tip a position in a caltleshed at the 
southern end of a narrow lunc which it was anticipated would 
he 1 he probable mule of the dacoits. Soon after midnight 


Ihe dacoits attacked die house from Inc anticipated route and 
entered me. courtyard hy toremg open the doors. The attack 
was so furious and total that the police parties lying in 
amnush had Lo come out. As soon as the police emerged, 
me dacoits numbering about 20 attempted to overwhelm 
mem. In the hand lo hand combat that ensued the leading 
uucOii was shot dead hy the police with the result that the 
other dacoits got demoralised and rushed out tiring into the 
lane. Soon alter the commotion began inside the house, 
Havildar Prabhu Singh rushed towards the southern end ot 
ihe lane in a more or less single handed attempt to intercept 
the dangerous gang. He tired al the fleeing dacoits and 
injured five of them but was eventually disabled by an L.G. 
shot which hit him on the left shoulder. Tile dacoits managed 
to escape leaving behind two dead and six injured. Havildar 
iTahhu Singh was immediately rushed to the Sadar Hospital 
but succumbed lo his injury. 

During litis encounter, Havildar Prabhu Singh, who was 
mainly responsible tor organising the Police party, exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry, great courage, initiative and devotion 
to duty of a very high order in the performance of which he 
laid down his own life.

Havildar Prabhu Singh immediately left 
for Piro Police Station to arrange for the interception of the 
gang. At the same time Circle Inspector Moti Singh Baghcl 
happened to conic there along with two Sub-Inspectors. As 
there was no lime to get armed police from elsewhere, Circle

Sub-Inspector Satya Deo 
Dixit of Umri Police Station, Bhind, received information that 
the notorious duvoit hrungi along with a dozen or more other 
dacoits equipped with modern weapons was in the vicinity ot 
village Baghpura. He consulted Company Commandei 
Bishan Singh Thapu of the Special Armed Force and they 
decided to stuhc at the gang with the small force of 14 men 
at their disposal 

flic police patty left Uirui_.it 1800 hours and at midnight 
ciossed the Kunwan tivei Finding that the gang had moved 
tiom Cagnpura, they recrossed the liver and made for 
Ki^han-ki-gadhi m which direction the gang was reported to 
have gone. On reaching Kishan-ki-gadhi, the police party 
wj, informed that the dacoits were camped in a jowar held. 
A plan was quickly made, in accordance with which Sub- 
Inspector Dixit and Platoon Commander Jadhav with a few 
men tveic to launch a frontal attack on the gang in the field 
and drive them towards a paity under Company Commander 
1 hapa lying in ambush. The attacking party had barely 
advanced ten yards inside the field when they were fired on 
by the dacoits and Platoon Commander Jadhav was seriously 
wounded Disregarding this injury and unmindful of the 
dangci to their lives, Sub-Inspector Dixit and Platoon Com- 
mander Jadhav pressed home the attack and forced (he 
dacoits to ictrcat in the direction of the ambush party. The 
dacoits, however, spotted thy police in ambush as they had 
inadequate cover and started firing at them also. At this 
juncture. Company Commander Bishati Singh Thapa, fearing 
that the dacoits might escape, himself manned the bren gun 
and moving forward, brought withering fire to bear on the 
dacoits. As a result of the cioss fire from the police parties, 
Firnngi the leader and three other dacoits were killed. 

In this encounter with a formidable gang of dacoits. Snb- 
Inspectoi Satya Deo Dixit, Company Commander Bishan 
Singh Thapa and Platoon Commander Kashinath Jadhav 
showed exemplary courage, initiative and devotion to duty of 
a high .order.

They 
then made a second attempt from a bundled yards further 
down the shore so that the tide might cany them nearer the 
ship. Aftei an exhausting swim in the rough sea, they 
nunagctl tc> gain the ship’s side where Tortunmcly two ropejj 
\nd a rope ladder were dangling still unhurnt. By means of 
these they sealed up and boarded the ship.
